Saturday morning, July 15th 
found the writer motoring through 
the Lordvale Woods, where he spied 
crossing the road in front of him 
a fox cub coming from the same 
earth in the valley below where 
foxes had been bred for no doubt a 
hundred years—for as long ago as 
] took up my sporting abode at 
Lordvale, in 1896, a good fox could 
always be found in that locality and 
they were especially valuable when 
working my American hounds thirty 
odd years ago, for the Grafton-Mid- 
dlesex American-English Fox-Hound 
Match, in Virginia in 1905. 

In Worcester I picked up an old 
friend and we set sail for Fanoe 
Farm, near Saratoga, N. Y. where 
John L. O'Connor, known by all his 
friends as ‘‘The Sage of Schuyler- 
ville,’ keeps open house and _ has 
one of the best libraries on_ the 
thoroughbred horse in America. 

We sat in his den that evening 
and for breakfast and after, chatted 
over the old authoritative writers 
on sport and the new ones who are 
endeavoring to write with authority. 


Leaving, after breakfast, we 
meandered down by the Hudson 
River, and then struck _ straight 


across for Antinore Farm, the home 
of Gordon Cox, who is one of the 
pillars of the Old Chatham Hunt, 
in the town of that name, and for 
the pure love of sport, has for a 
number of years acted as Honorary

Chester A. Braman, Esq., Master of Old 
Chatham Hunt, 1939, is taking over this year 
where a Committee left off last year.

Whip and will now accept no other 
position. The welcome was joyous 
from our host and his wife ‘‘Wiggie’”’ 
who goes a swell as the best and 
riding Sobersides last winter with 
the Piedmont in what by good luck- 
proved a cracking run, she was 
right there at the finish. 

Mrs. Cox told me about the good 
sport they have been having with 
the cubs already and said there was 
no doubt but what there would be 
plenty of foxes this Fall. In fact, 
there has never been any scarcity of 
foxes in this country-side, and no 
red Reynards have ever been plant- 
ed in the history of the hunt. 

That afternoon we went up to the 
kennels where a number of the hunt- 
ing men had gathered and spent an 
hour going over the hounds which 
are hunted by Thomas’ Thornton 
from Virginia, no doubt, a descend- 
ant of the Thorntons for whom 
“Thornton’s Gap’ was named, a 
family all of whom were sportsmen. 
I was delighted with the hounds 
and Richard Clapham’s words about 
Fell Hounds used in hunting the 
country about North Umberland. 
where John Peel made history, des- 
cribes them to a ‘“‘T’’, 

“The Fell Hounds are light built, 
light colored, and hairfooted, with 
good shoulders and long _ sloping 
pasterns; whilst a certain amount 
of bone is necessary, a heavy hound 
cannot stand the work. A light-col- 
ored hound is easier to see at a dis- 
tance then a dark one, and if he is 
hair-footed and possesses long pas- 
terns he will be able to climb as well 
as descend rough ground at speed 
without unduly jarring his consti- 
tution. Good shoulders’ are, of 
eourse, a sine qua non if a hound is 
to do his work properly. Hounds of 
the type seen at Peterborough Show 
ire admirably fitted for the coun- 
‘ries in which they hunt, would 
‘crack up’directly on the Fells.” 

Thornton had his pack under per- 
fect control with only a boy for a 
Whip and a little daughter less than 
‘wo years old, who knew what was 
xxpected of her, he threw the ken- 
nel door wide open and out boiled 
the hounds. No idle tongues, and 
the moment they were out they were 
looking for Thornton, not for a 
-hance to run away or sneak off. 
He took them out onto the grass in 
*ront of the Club-House and the pic- 
ture was a sight to gladden_ the 
heart of any sportsman. Then he 
drew one or two out to show me his 
favorites, and still the rest stood at 
attention. One old bitch, a descend- 
ant of the celebrated “Billy Sunday,” 
with a lean. varminty head, whose 
ery they said was death, especially 
vleased me. 

Going through the kennels we 
found them light. airy and as clean 
as a kitchen, the runs well picked 
up and although the hounds were 
mostly white, not a touch of mange 
or eczema could be seen. 

The Old Chatham country is made 
up of great fields where straw was 
raised when the paper mills which 
dotted the streams in the locality 
made high-quality paper before wood 
nuln came in. Not many of these 
fields have grown up so there is 
good galloning and, best of all, 
there are the most wonderful views 
off towards the Catskill Mountains, 
looking over the Hudson Valley. 
Many a good hunt have T had with 
the Old Chatham, as guests of Blan- 
chard Rand, and 1 am frank to say 


‘that I know of no country in Amor-

SARATOGA STEEPLECHASING?

Association and Racing Secretary for the Saratoga Association’s Steeple- 
chases has had a time of it. The poor man has worked tirelessly, en- 
deavoring first to put on six days of steepleching a week, then he had to 
reduce it to five and now in the past week he was able to fill but four

Such a situation is unquestionably a bad one, especially as it affects 
the records of the year, which up until the Saratoga meeting, have been 
most gratifying. Through the spring, on the big tracks, from Pimlico, 
Laurel, Aqueduct, Belmont and Delaware Park, there were ample talent- 
ed ‘chasers to fill the various races. The contests were of an excellent 
nature and the big Delaware Park Stakes brought out reputable fields 
of runners. Then the Saratoga meeting opened. Mr. Parks, who has the 
keeness, enthusiasm and strength of ten in promoting steeplechase racing 
was highly optimistic at the outset at Saratoga, even though the early 
closing Stakes had not filled too well. And who would not have been 
optimistic? There in Saratoga were over ninety jumpers, the cream of the 
big-track steeplechasers in those of Thomas Hitchcock’s, Greentree’s, Mrs. 
Gwladys Whitney’s, Harold Talbott’s, ten to twelve in the charge of 
James E. Ryan; this many more with William B. Streett and another 
score with Morris Dixon, Raymond Woolfe and Oleg Dubassof. Mr. Dixon’s 
included Warspite, winner of the Vicmeade Highweight Handicap at 
Delaware Park. 


Of the ninety odd horses in Saratoga, Mr. Parks was scarcely able 
to muster up thirty that had come to race. The balance were there for 
an August respite, despite the attractive $1,200 purses for Class B and 
Class C runners. What is the result? Mr. Parks has had to run his feet 
off, plead and entreat, for entries and then as if enough’s not enough, 
three of the best performers have broken down in the past fort-night, 
with Mrs. Whitney’s Gay Charles and Rhadamanthus going bad, and the 
veteran Golden Meadow of Sanford Stud out forever. 


Again Mr. Parks’ contests ran afoul. Bril- 
’ when the contender 
would encounter grief on the first turn of the course. Again this was rac- 
ing luck Mr. Parks had need of good racing luck with the limited number 
of horses he had to work with and less of the misfortune he has encount- 
ered this August. Still he has plugged and he has given the public some 
respectable racing. 


This was racing luck 
liant engagements on paper would result in a ‘‘romp’ 


But what of the other ‘chasers, the sixty some not seen in action, 
all in the barns at the Spa? There will be various replies from the trainers 
when confronted with the query on the idleness of their charges. Some 
are being “freshened up for the fall’; others are “being schooled’’; 
still others are ‘“‘convalescing’’, while there are a great number that are 
there for the trip, ‘they do not choose to run’. And why don’t they run? 

Some trainers are of the opinion that August racing takes the stuff 
out of their horses for the big stakes to come in the fall. Others believe 
that August, always a hot and dry month, offers bad going in Saratoga, 
and so it does. The Saratoga Association has done a great deal to off-set 
this going matter. A rotary plow, lots of tanbark and water has been 
used. (But there has been no overdose of water. Say what you may, the 
infield is bad at the Spa—but if it was emerald green and was watered 
nightly there would be more 
encouragement for jumper owners to send forth their entries). Mr. Hitch-

cock said of the course, less than a week ago: “the turf really isn’t so 
hard, the rotary plow (a barrel that rolls with spikes piercing into the 
turf) and the tanbark help a lot’. Mr. Hitchcock runs his horses and wins 
with them, but his feeling of the course does not exude with praise. If 
but the course looked and was so lovely that it would draw owners, 
trainers and horses then matters would be helped.

Mr. William Wright, widely known 
developer of fox hounds, of Bedmin- 
ster Manor, Far Hills, New Jersey is 
very happy to announce the discov- 
ery of a new fangled contraption 
which he has designed and is now 
marketing for the special benefit of 
those coming a solitary cropper. 

Rumour has it that Mr. Wright 
was out getting his morning consti 
tutional in the lonely confines of 
Schley’s Mountain when his horse 
suddenly shied at a grasshopper, or, 
(opinion being divided on this point) 
inadvertently stepped into a_ blind 
ditch, precipitating Mr. Wright to the 
terra firma without the usual adieu. 
At any event, the true details being 
left to the mind’s most fanciful con- 
jecture, Mr. Wright found himself in 
the midst of a large area of drought 
ridden clover with his horse ‘hoof 
waving’ to him from the distance 
: . at about six thirty o’clock in 
the morning . .’. . and with a five 
mile hike through the thin film of 
early morning dew staring him in 
the face. 

Plucking a sprig of Dame.Nature’s 
sadly neglected clover to ‘“chaw” 
away his chagrin, Mr. Wright spurn- 
ed the withered bosom of that esti- 
mable creature with his stumpy legs 
in the general direction of the Man- 
or. As he alternately mopped his 
brow and Tavored his feet, aching 
from the ardent clasp of his entirely 
too devoted hunting boots, Mr. 
Wright indulged in profound consid- 
eration over his plight and that of 
others, who, in similar situations, 
likewise found the burden of the 
lonesome journey almost too much 
to endure. 





These prodigious efforts resulted 
in Mr. Wright spawning the nascent 
gleamings of his newest and most 
recent contribution to the equine 
world. He conceived an idea that if 
a rope ,attached to the bridle, was 
arranged into a nicely wound pack- 
age, and fastened to the neck of the 
horse, and released somewhat like a 
parachute, so that the rider, before 
departing from his dias, by the simple 
expedient of untying the bow string 
(pulling the rip cord, as it were), 
could release the rope, and with the 
one end in his hand and the other 
attached to the bridle, command the 
most extraordinary situation with 
very little difficulty .... after alight- 
ing! 

At about this point in his descent 
into the depths of ingenious thought 
Mr. Wright came to the North Branch 
of the Raritan River and it was not 
until he, in the midst of wading the 
shallow plate of the stream, wallow- 
ed in an obscure sink hole that he 
contrived further ideas toward the 
perfection of his device. Such an 
experience, floundering about with 
a mouth-full of water, at a loss for 
words and very probably a life caus- 
ed eruptions of nautical as well as 
other kinds of thought, leading to 
the attachment of a light, patent 
metal anchor to the end of the rope. 
Thus safeguarding any failure on the

or warped to its dock——or a yegg to 
the ubiety of his ball and chain. 

The veil now temporarily shield- 
ing this invaluable contribution to 
equestrian science from prying eyes 
will be unfurled at one of the current 
race meetings at the Burnt Mills Polo 
Club by Mr. Norman Cleland, who, 
while seriously considering the pos- 
sibilities of Mr. Wright’s discovery, 
is actively engaged in research on 
one reflecting his own peculiar gen- 
ius, pertaining to the more lasting 
perfection of a modern racing seat. 

It seems that Mr. Cleland read 
something in Collier’s of July 22nd, 
1939 concerning England’s ancient 
aleconners and how they determined 
the sugar content of ales and beers

harriers. Very dry conditions have 
prevailed on the island since the first 
of August. Hounds have really been 
put to their noses and have consis- 
tantly shown outstanding ability to 
carry the line of the elusive hare 
over dry sand and dusty roads which 
hold practically no scent. 

Saturday, August 12th.—The Sea- 
island pack met at the Gravel Pit at 
seven o’c!ock and with a rather large 
field of twenty followers, moved off 
through the heavy fog into the north 
pasture country. The nine-and-a-nali 
couple-pack jumped a hare almost 
immediately. She headed east and 
was away toward Altar Rock with 
Hounds following in hot pursuit. 
With never a check the pack swung 
left-handed and drove on_ north 
toward the Polpis road. The strong 
rays of the morning sun had begun 
to penetrate the fog and as the heavy 
mist began to rise our hare was 
viewed away across the Polpis and 
with a glorious burst of music, 
Hounds ran very fast back across 
the road and on south-east through 
the north pasture where the hare 
ran one of the many sandy roads. 
The Master followed the road but 
the line was never recovered, This 
hare had led Hounds and followers 
on a very fast twenty minute hunt. 

The next draw was over Saul’s 
Hills. By this time the mist had al- 
most completely disappeared and the 
bright sun was quickly drying up 
the dew on the bayberry bushes and 
moor grass. Hounds picked up a cold 
line near Altar Rock, and, although 
this trail finally ended on a sand 
road, Hounds’ heads did not come 
up until a small field had enjoyed 
about twenty-five minutes of excel- 
lent Hound work. The pack, each 
Hound with nose close to the ground, 
might easily have been covered by 
the proverbial blanket, as they slow- 
ly and carefully worked out the iv- 
tricate trail which some hare had 
made, perhaps, some three or four 
hours earlier. 

As the sun got brighter and warm- 
er and scent got fainter, Spokesman, 
a sixth season Hound, truly showed 
his outstanding ability in the field. 
He set the Pack right again and 
again as he picked the line on over 
the sandy, dry soil. Finally scent 
failed completely. The Master drew 
on through a greater part of the 
Altar Rock country but it all proved 
blank and Hounds were taken in 
about nine-thirty. 

Monday, August 14th.—Bartlett’s 
Farm, seven o’clock was Monday’s 
hunting fixture. The morning was 
very humid and warm and the rising 
mist disclosed a grey and overcast 
sky. Not a breath of air seemed to 
stir as Hounds drew south across the 
moor country. Almost immediately 
Spokesman’s ringing voice proclaim- 
ed a cold trail, and in a few mom- 
ents several members of the field 
which numbered 17 this day, viewed 
two hares away beachward ahead of 
Hounds. The pack struck the fresh 
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scent and drove away across the 
moors with wonderful cry. The line 
led away right-handed at the edge of 
the beach and again the two hares 
were viewed away running together 
across the rolling sand dunes. 
Hounds ran on and, although they 
changed lines several times, the 
pack never split. Finally a loss was 
encountered in the dry sand. The 
Master made a cast inland where 
Hounds recovered the trail and the 
field enjoyed a good fast gallop back 
to the Bartlett Farm. Here a long 
check resulted on the large dirt road. 
After several casts had been made 
the pack picked up the line and chop- 
ped their hare with all Hounds up, 
after thirty minutes of fast gallop- 
ing and fine work. The young entry 
ran well up all the way and showed 
lots of keeness and drive. 

Hares are very plentiful this sea- 
son in the moor country east of 
Hummock Pond and in the course of 
the morning’s sport four more were 
hunted. But as the day grew warmer 
and as the morning dew disappeared 
scent proved very catchy, and 
Hounds were unable to carry’ the 
line over the dry sandy roads. Will- 
iam Warner Justice, Jr., ex-Master 
of the Harriers who was out enjoying 
sport this day, jumped a _ hare, 
which ran right through the middle 
of the pack, A fast ten minute burst 
was had as Hounds fairly flew 
straight away across the moors. Un- 
fortunately a dusty road soon put 
an end to the driving pace. The 
Master followed tracks for some dis- 
tance without success and decided 
to call it a day because of the heat 
and bad scenting conditions. Bea- 
mish and Spokesman did outstand- 
ing work throughout the morning’s 
hunting. 

Wednesday, August 15th.—Wed- 
nesday morning was clear and 
bright and a cool breeze blew off 
the sea when the Nantucket Harriers 
met at Hummock Pond at _ seven 
o’clock. The dew was across. the 
moors west of Hummock Pond. It 
was not long before Hounds picked 
up a cold line and quickly jumped 
their hare. This levert (young hare) 
led away south toward the beach 
and circled through the sand dunes 
where the roar of the breakers seem- 
ed to muffle the cry of the driving 
pack. The fast pace seemed to be 
telling on this youngster and her 
relentless pursuers gave her no time 
to rest. The levert headed back in- 
land as the harriers ran from seent 
to view. Up the winding road along 
the west side of Hummock Pond 
she sped. Hounds raced on for some 
three quarters of a mile before they 
finally lost sight of their quarry 
around a sharp bend in the road. 
Here the pack checked momentarily, 
and the Master thought it best to

Beamish and Coaster both proved to 
have very keen noses when they led 
away right-handed across the hot, 
dry sand without a moment’s hesita- 
tion. These two Hounds spoke the 
line frequently for about two hun- 
dred yards where the rest of the pack 
seemed unable to find any trace of 
scent. 


From here the line led back 
through the tall, green grass on the 
sand dunes and our hare was viewed 
away inland across the moors. After 
another fast burst the pack came 
upon a sandy road and began to 
cast along both sides; but Jimmy, 
a Hound which the Nantucket Har- 
riers acquired from a native of the 
island two seasons ago, struck off 
the line right up the middle of the 
road. He quickly outdistanced the 
rest of the pack, as he raced on, 
speaking at intervals, with a small 
cloud of dust rising behind him. The 
Master followed closely carrying 
Hounds along with her, as Jimmy 
ied on. After traversing a good 
quarter of a mile of the dusty road 
in this manner, without slackening 
his pace a bit the leader swung 
sharply to the right and, with his 
brawling voice, proclaimed the line 
to the rest of the pack as it led 
away once more across the moors. 
It seemed hard to believe that any 
Hound could own a line so well on 
such a dry and dusty surface. Jim- 
my’s performance was the best 


piece of Hound work I, personally, 
have ever seen. 

Hounds circled across the moors 
and drove on back toward the shore. 
The rays of the morning sun were 
getting stronger now, and in the 
sand dunes the pace was much slow- 
er. Finally Hounds’ heads came up 
and try as they might they seemed 
unable to work the line farther. At 
that moment a member of the field 
jumped the hunted hare which head- 
ed back along the dunes_ toward 
Hummock Pond. The pack had 
worked right over her. Hounds were 
promptly put on the line and _ the 
hunt continued. Our hare was view- 
ed away across the long stretch of 
beach that divides Hummock Pond 
from the ocean. With a meet sche- 
duled for seven o’clock the follow- 
ing morning, the Master decided 
that Hounds had had enough hunt- 
ing for one day.
